Cebu drug

POLICE authorities scored a major victo 
ту in Cebu province yesterday, uncover- 
ing a secret factory for the illegal manu- 
facture of shabu or methamphetamine 
hydrochoride, in what is believed to be 
‘one of the biggest such laboratories in 
the Philippines, if not in Southeast Аз 

Anti-narcotics agents raided a ware- 
house that was being used as a shabu 
laboratory in Barangay Umapad in Man- 
daue City at 5 p.m. on Friday, seizing 675 
kg of the drug worth P1.3 billion and ar- 
resting 11 people. 

bout 20 hours later, the team con- 
‘ducted separate raids on another labora- 
tory and a warehouse in two neighboring 
Mandaue barangays yesterday. 

"The two laboratories and the ware- 
house were run by the same internation- 
al drug syndicate, considered the biggest 
illegal drug operation in the country and 
possibly in Southeast Asia, according to 
Philippine National Police Director Gen- 
eral Edgar Aglipay and Director Anselmo 
Avenido, the head of the Philippine Drug 
Enforcement Agency. 

‘Authorities were so elated over the 
haul that President Macapagal-Arroyo 
cut short her official activities in Albay to 
fy to Cebu City yesterday to personally 
congratulate етап team and to in- 
spect the laboratories and the ware- 
house, 

The President has made fighting ille- 
gal drugs a priority in her anti-crime 
‘campaign and last year set aside a P1-bil- 
lion war chest for it. 

Avenido said the raid was conducted 
їп coordination with the United States 
Drug Enforcement Administration and 
capped a month-long surveillance. 

He said there were enough chemicals 
in what authorities are calling a "mega- 
laboratory” to produce another 7.5 tons 
‘of shabu worth P15 billion. 

‘Those arrested at the site included 
three Filipinos, three Chinese, two 
Malaysians, two Taiwanese and one 
Briton. 

Avenido said his agency had been re- 
ceiving "persistent reports” of a drug fac- 
tory in Cebu where Mandaue City i lo 
cated. 

The Mandaue factory was the first 
shabu laboratory to be raided im the 
Visayas.

But one of the lawyers, Homobono 
Адата, said that he was “Sad, shocked 
and angry" and he would file a notice of 
‘withdrawal of counsel before the court 
tomorrow. 

"This is a 360-degree turn from their 
previous stand,” he told reporters. "T 
have been taken fora ride. I thought they 
were willing to stand for what they be- 
lieved in and what they saw was happen- 
ing to this country. can't understand 
this, given their stand, their principles 
and vision.” 

‘Adaza said the offices’ apology was 
no longer necessary because the coup d 
etat cases against 290 of the mutineers 
had been dismissed by a Makati court, 
and 28 of the remaining 31 soldiers had 
been granted bail.

BANGKOK—The World Health Organization said Saturday 
‘was “suspecting human-to-human transmission” of bird

Rai said the WHO was “very 
much concerned, but we are 
awaiting the laboratory confir- 
mation,” which is expected as 
early as Monday. 

He said he had contacted the 
UN health agency's headquarters 
in Geneva to urge them to send 
experts to Thailand to assi 
the field investigation. 

Avian influenza's lethal HSN1 


strain has killed 28 people in Viet- 
mam and Thailand this year in two 
waves of Asian outbreaks which 
also caused the death or culling of 
more than 100 million chickens. 

The WHO fears HSN1 could 
mutate into a highly contagious 
form that triggers a global human 
flu pandemic. 

When asked if a confirmed vi- 
ral leap between humans in the 
Thai cases would mark the first 
step in such a feared mutation, 
Rai said "I hink so." 

Health ministry officials have

Increased judicial costs 


1 RECEIVED a letter from a former student of. 
mine from San Beda College who is now prac- 
ticing law. He requests my support for his “re- 
specrable" objections to the recent amendment 
by the Supreme Court of Rule 141 of the Re- 
vised Rules of Court as“contrary to the basic 
principle of immediate and inexpensive acces- 
sibility of our courts to the people." 
his letter to the Integrated Bar of the 
ines, which he hopes will seek a recon- 
sideration of the Rule, lawyer Rex б. Rico fo- 
cuses on Sec. 8 (p) and Sec. 21 (b) of the Rule 
which charge: 

(р) For any other services as clerk not pro- 
vided in this section, one hundred P100.00 
shall be collected. 

(b) For motions for postponement (whether 
verbal or written), afer completion ofthe pre- 
trial sage, two hundred. For any other motion, 
two hundred (P200.00) Pesos. 

Rico says that the clerk of court s paid areg- 
ular salary plus allowances for performing ser- 
vices inherent in his position which should 
therefore not be subject to special assessment 
to be paid by the lawyer or his client. If, for ex- 
ample, there is a need to examine judicial 
records as guaranteed by the right to informa- 
tion under the Constitution, will the clerk 
refuse such examination unless the fee of P100 
is first paid? 

Rico notes that the Rule does nor distinguish 
between justified and unjustified motions, 
which are both subject to the prescribed fee. 
"There are motions that are justified, e.g. sick- 
ness or death of a lawyer or witness, food or 
inclement weather, unresolved incidents be- 
fore trial can proceed, like a motion to dismiss 
‘or demurrer to evidence." 

То assess all kinds of motions without dis- 
tinction is, he says, "counter-productive to 
the goal of speedy, just and inexpensive de- 
termination of cases. It may even be ridicu- 
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lous.” Most motions are, in fact necessary 
save only those that are dilatory or capri- 


rule on oral motions to strike out answers to 
questions for being irresponsive, hearsay, irre!- 
evant, erc., or exclude other witnesses inside 
the courtroom not set to testify in that sched. 
uled hearing, or motions to mark as exhibits 
certain documents/physical evidence, or oral 
motions for direct contempt made during trial 
for rude or disrespectful conduct in the pres- 
ence of the court, until the assessments for 
such motions are paid? 

“Lam of the impression that the primordial 
reason for assessing motions for postpone- 
ment, extensions and other dilatory motions is 
to discourage them and, hence, expedite early 
resolution and termination of cases. If so, why 
should a motion to resolve, for default, sum- 
‘mary judgment, judgment on the pleadings, 
modes of discovery, etc. be asséssed when they 
are the very instruments or vehicles for expedi- 
tious resolution of cases?” 

‘Among the rules he invokes to support his 
request for a re-examination of the above- 
quoted sections and other questionable provi- 
sions of Rule 141 of the Revised Rules of Court 
is its Sec. 6, which provides that “these Rules 
shall be liberally construed in order to promote. 
their objective of securing a just, speedy, and 
inexpensive disposition of every action and 


proceeding.” (Stress supplied) 

He also cites the provisions in the Bill of 
Rights, in addition to the Due Process Clause in. 
Sec. 1, that “free access to the courts and quasi 
judicial bodies, and adequate legal assistance 
shall not be denied to any person by reason of 
poverty” in Sec. 11. He might have mentioned 
as well Ап. УШ, Sec. 5 (5) that the Rules of 
Court to be promulgated by the Supreme 
Court “shall provide a simplified and inexpen- 
sive procedure for the speedy disposition of 
cases.” (Emphasis mine) 

Rico hopes that 1 may have other changes 
to suggest but the truth is that I have not yet 
read Rule 141 as amended and can only com 
ment on his own criticisms of the above-quot 
ed sections, which Т believe require careful 
consideration by the Supreme Court. For the. 
nonce, I will only say that in characterizing 
motions as “verbal or written," the Rule seems 
to think that a written motion is not verbal 1 
think the phrase should be rewritten as “oral 
or written,” both of them being verbal, of 
course. Judges should be careful even if Web- 
steris not. 

‘The IBP has already made representations 
with the Supreme Court for the re-examina 
tion of the revised fees that have provoked a lot 
of respectful (if quiet) opposition from the 
Philippine Бах Like other sectors of our society. 
we are already reeling from the increasingly 
unbearable burden of the cost of living. The 
thought that the increased fees are supposed 
to provide for the convenience or benefit of the 
judiciary, including the Supreme Court, gives 
scant comfort, indeed, to us poor practition 
en. 

The latest report is that the Supreme Court 
has suspended the application of some of the 
protested fees. I hope that in moving for recon 
sideration of Rule 141, the IBP has not been 
charged the prescribed fee of P200.

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An Old Soldier fades away 


LAST month, as the nation marked the Aug. 
21 assassination of Ninoy Aquino more than 
20 years ago, a pillar of professionalism in the 
military service quietly slipped away, just four 
months short of his 100th birthday. Brigadier 


tothe nation. 

"The youngest of six children of a Chinese fa- 
ther, Joaquin Tan-Gianco and Teresa Sison, Leon- 
cio Tan was born in the small town of San Luis, 
Pampanga on Dec. 26, 1904. When he was a yea 
ld his father left for China never to гет. fell 
‘on his mother to provide for the family, and they 
survived by selling stoves made of clay. She also 
‘was into jueteng and Tan's first job at the age of 9 
‘was that of a cobrador (collector) in the numbers 
racket, making 50 centavos from collecting bets. 
(This gives us an idea how long jueteng has been 
їп our society—a problem which we have been 
trying to eliminate since as far back as 1 can re- 
member It is time to consider other options. One 
would be legalization of this activity зо we don't 
Waste meager resources on sporadic and ineffec- 
tual antijueteng drives which only result in 
greater incomes for corrupt law enforcers and 

iambling lords, who end up engaging in other 

rms of organized crime and financing the politi- 
cal campaigns of local and even national offi- 
cials. 

As an elementary student in Manila, the sight 
ef constabulary officers im impeccable uni- 
forms—"Sam Brown" belts and shiny boots with 

Stetson hats—was awe-inspiring particularly 
toayoung, highly impressionable boy. Tan decid- 
ed this was going to be his life and took the exams 
for what was then the Philippine Constabulary 
‘Academy. At that time, the academy offered a 
two-year course leading to a commission in the 
police organization. Tan ranked No. 2 among the 
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‘examinees and soon was on his way to Baguio 
сиу. 

n а compilation of essays, speeches and letters 
entitled “Musings of ап ОШ Soldier” published 
eight months before his death, Tan recalls the trip. 
to Baguio. It started with a train ride from Tu- 
tuban station in Manila to Damortis in La Union, 
where they were transferred to a bus for the drive 
up Kennon Road. He noted that "the scenery was 
lovely Baguio City was beautiful and clean 
though it appearéd lonely and desolate. It depict- 
ed exactly the life of the cadets—lonesome, 
late and tough. The city and Camp Allen, particu- 
Тапу, seemed to warn those who lacked determi- 
mation to brace themselves and take courage so 
that they may attain their cherished ambitions." 

“Tatang” was one of 23 cadets who graduated 
with the Class of 1928. Among his classmates 
were Edwin Andrews, the first Filipino to be offi 
cially designated chief ofthe Air Force. (He would 
perish in the crash of his C-47, the Lili Marlene, 
оп Mt. Makaturing, Lanao in May 1947. The air- 
base in Zamboanga City is named after him.) An- 
other was Pullong Arpa, the first military officer 
to be appointed ambassador in the Philippine for- 
eign service. Arpa was posted to Egypt. The top- 
notcher of the group was Julian Aspilla of Du- 
maguete City with Tan finishing No, 2 in the final 
class standing. He would be the only member of 
the class to attain the rank of brigadier general. 

а December 1955, “Tatang” was promoted to 
brigadier general and took command of the First 
Military Area covering Central Luzon, with head- 
quarters at Camp Olivas in Pampanga. It was the 
height of the struggle against the Hukbalahap in- 


surgents. The story is told that being a Kapam- 
Pangan, Tan was familiar with many of the Huk 
commanders in the area. Опе of them, a Com- 
mander Sol, was in fact a relative. True to his fa- 
therly image, he tried to use persuasion rather 
then force to get Sol back into the fold of the gov- 
ernment. He sent a message asking him to sur- 
render and guaranteeing him freedom from pros- 
ecution. After a few days a messenger from the 
Huk chieftain arrived at Tan's office in Camp Oli- 
vas with a message for "Tatang"— Surrender to 
the movement and I will guarantee your safety! 
Months later, Commander Sol was killed in an en- 
counter with government troops. 

‘Tan's career reached its peak in July 1957 
when he was designated commanding general of 
the Philippine Army. After a year, he retired from 
the service and was appointed to a number of 

m positions, among them, director of the 
National Bureau of investigation and general 
manager of фе National Rice and Corn Adminis- 
tration. 

Although the father image was part of his per- 
sona, he was not a demonstrative individual even 
with family members. However, his youngest 
daughter, Concepcion, who is married to Navy 
captain Ramon Punzalan (Class of 1976), recalls 
that when her father was in the hospital a few 
days before his death, he took her hand and 
brushed it against his checks something he had 
never done before. It was a message of love from 
someone who knew the end was near. 

‘My own recollection of the general is that of 
a person thoroughly rooted in the fundamen 

of a professional soldier. Whenever he 
would speak at gatherings of the Academy 
alumni, he would always stress the impor- 
tance of professionalism. Where there was 
professionalism, there was little chance for 
graft and corruption to thrive. Where profes- 
Sionalism existed, the highest standards of 
discipline and morality were evident in the 
lives of the brotherhood,

What they 
don't mention is that the Malaysian show was it- 
self inspired by a local TV show called "XYZ," pro- 
ced bythe Women's Media Circle. 

Marina Mahathir had seen episodes of "XYZ" 
which, like “3R,” was hosted by three young wom- 
Sp and covered “controversial, issues бота de 
cidediy feminist point of view, during a conference. 
Бе in Kuala Lumpur She then asked permission 
from the Women’s Media Circle if she could create. 
a show with the same thrust and intent, though of 
course, given Malaysia conservative polices and 
attitudes on reproductive health, “3R” would treat 
these issues with far less openness and direcmess. 
In fact, at the launching of “3R," WMC's Ana Leah 
Sarabia and XYZ's director ida Vargas were invited 
to Kuala Lumpur as special guests. 

‘With the Philippine version of "3R" proudly pro- 
claiming its ties to the Malaysian show, and 
sponsored by a maker of feminine hygiene prod- 
"ues, 1 сап only wonder if this third facsimile will 
be an even more watered-down version of the 
original. "XZ," no matter ай the recognition it re- 
ceived and the enthusiastic support of a young fe- 
male audience, was eventually cancelled due to 
Jack of advertising support, mainly because, I sus- 
pect, advertisers were uncomfortable with its mes- 
sages of autonomy and empowerment. 

‘Because young women are in constant need of 
positive images and messages about themselves, 
their relationships and their sexuality, I can only 
‘wish the new “ЗА” all the best. But 1 also hope we 
can all put our money and our viewership where 
‘our mouths are and find the will to support truly 
groundbreaking productions like "XYZ" was. 1 
thought then and 1 think now that the loss of 
XYZ" was a loss not just for its producers, but for

Populism and the fiscal 


ONE interesting observation that Rep. Joey Salce- 
da makes in his recent dissection of the country’s 
fiscal crisis takes the form of a question: "But, 
why is it that the power sector invites much of our 
major fiscal follies, from Marcos nuke plant (one 
for the price of two) pushing Aquino to mothball 
it which then triggers the power crisis that justi- 
fied Ramos lopsided IPPs that then force Arroyo 
to cap the РРА?" His answer: "The moral of the 
РРА cap story is: the people eventually pay for 
such populist decisions ofthe government.” 

The key word is populist.” It isa term that has 
been used repeatedly in many analyses that try to 
explain the political roots of our economic prob- 
Jems. Its connotation is negative, which is ironic 
since the root word is people. One wonders what 
its opposite is. Anti-people? 

In the context in which Salceda uses it, "pop- 
ulist" refers to something that aims to please the 
people in the short term in order to gain political 
Fonts, but whose long-term effects may be injuri- 
Gusto ther interests. А populist decision therefore 
is one that is made out of political opportunism, 
and without regard for its economic and other 
‘costs, This seems like an accurate description of 
the kind of politics we have had in this country Is 
another kind possible given the nationis political 
history and socio-economic situation? 

"The desired alternative to populist politics, of 
course, is modern democratic politics where the 
contest for power takes place within institutional 
channels and under legitimized and accepted 
rules. The Philippines had this system in a formal 
sense until 1972, even if the vast majority of our 
people participated in it only in a marginal way. 
Marcos exploited the peoples resentments 
against the oligarchy and aspirations to moderni- 
ty to justify his own version of populist authori- 
tarianism. His experiment is a replica of many 
failed initiatives in the Third World, notably in 
Latin America. 

"When Cory Aquino took the presidency 
1986 on the wings of a people power uprising, 
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search of alternative messages. 


BUT the Women's Media Circle has far from.

Cookie Chua and Color It Red lent the 
night some star as did Maxine Maga- 
lona who came to pinch-hit for her father Fran- 
cis M. The night was capped by the UP-based 
band Seven Purple Moons and a dance number 
by members of Samahang Hulyo Beinte-tres, a 
youth-performing arts group based at PUR 

In between the musical numbers, episodes 
of “Bodytalk” were shown. “Bodytalk” is an 
educational show on reproductive health for 
youth hosted by Aiza Seguera and produced by 
WMC. It airs every Saturday and Sunday at 
10:30 p.m. over the Knowledge Channel. To- 
gether with the night's emcee, DJ Joe Spinner, 
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she could not ignore the diverse popular move- 
ments that brought her to power. This was a con- 
stituency that was deeply suspicious of politi- 
cians. Even if the wisdom of a nuclear power 
plant was arguable on technical grounds, the 
Bataan Nuclear Power Plant itself was seen as the 
epitome of ай the sins of the Marcos regime.

Recolling from the controversies that attended 
big public projects like the nuclear plant, and 
having litle money left to spend, the Aquino gov- 
emment shied away from infrastructure invest- 
ments. The result was the power crisis that Cory's 
successor, Fidel Ramos, tried to fix through the 
instant but expensive cure of the “lopsided” inde- 
pendent power producers (IPPs). The heavy costs 
Of these IPPs began to be felt only after the end of 
Ramos term. Neither Joseph Estrada, who suc- 
ceeded him, nor Gloria Macapagal-Arroyo, who 
took over from Estrada, was prepared to 
thing about these obligations beyond геч 
ing them with more borrowings. 

"he desire to be popular was particularly 
strongest with Gloria. She was insecure about the 
presidency. From day one, she sought validation 
f her entitlement to the postion by being elected 
to her own six-year term. She became extremely 
‘vulnerable to populist decision-making.

sure. The May presidential election could have 
ushered in another phase of uncertainty in our 
political life. The scandalous way in which the 
Winners were proclaimed was a provocation to 
disorder. Ms Arroyo can thank the opposition for 
its decision to shift its protest from the streets to 
the Presidential Electoral Tribunal. The recent 
move of the Magdalo mutineers to come forward 
to apologize for their July 2003 takeover of the 
Oakwood Apartments in Makati also comes at a 
right time, as it will have a calming effect on the 
political scene. 

"The political scientist Gino Germani explains 
populism as the result of the uneven integration 
of the masses into a countrys political life. The 
masses are activated by the mass media through 
the spread of modern lifestyles and attitudes and 
yet could not find adequate self-expression in the 
Available political structures. The cities, where 
the resentments and unleashed energies of the 
economic underclasses are strongest, tend to be 
the epicenters of populist pressure. 

In countries like ours marked by stark inequali- 
ties in life chances, populist ideology can oscillate 
berween tradicional electoral politics and author 
itarianism. Those who ride upon it constitute an 
amazing variety of characters, says Germani.

Ie really a shot in the dark because it is common knowl- 
edge in the legal circles thatthe justices rarely, if ever, change 
their mind in the appreciation of the facts in death penalty 
cases. They have a reputation for being meticulous inthe re- 
view of judgments that spell the difference between life and 
death of a person accused of a capital crime. 

“This thoroughness is often cited as the reason for the delay 
in the resolution of death penalty cases. The tribunal would 
rather err on the side of caution than hastily affirm a convic- 
tion whose effects would be irreversible once implemented. 

Review

reviewed the justices’ decision with a fine-tooth comb. 
‚ Intial practice, gut feeling, or a sense that something is 
‘wrong somewhere, plays a major role in a lawyer's evalua- 
tion of decisions that are adverse to his clients interests. 
Constant exposure to trial work creates in the lawyer a sixth 
sense of sorts that subliminally alerts him to possible flaws in 
a judges resolution of a case. 

There is something in the way the decision is written ог 
the conclusions were reached that makes the alarm bells in 
the lawyers mind ring. When this happens, the lawyer usual- 
ly consults with his colleagues to find out if he missed an im- 
portant point in the case. 

The possibility of overlooking a significant item in the ap- 
peal is understandable. After handling a case for years, 
awyers tend to assume certain facts or be influenced by the 
events that may have happened in the course of the trial. 
Thus, it is common practice in law offices for fresh lawyers 
еуез to take a second look at court documents prepared by 
their colleagues to make sure all aspects of the case are cov- 
ered, 

The PAO lawyers assigned to Ebio's case knocked their 

ads together and, bingo! they found an issue that would 
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justify asking the Supreme Court to reconsider its decision 


affirming the lower courts conviction of their client: 
‘Whether or not the tribunal had the required quorum when it 
deliberated and voted on the case. 

Quorum 

The tribunal consists of 14 associate justices and one 
chief justice, ога total of 15 members. When there is a full 
complement of justices and they meet en banc to review 
death penalty cases, the quorum (or the number of justices 
who should be in attendance to be able to lawfully do their 
work) is eight or "50 percent plus one” of the entire mem- 
bership. 

Ifthere is a quorum, the vote of a majority of those present. 
constitutes a valid ac ofthe court. For example, if out of nine 
justices present, six voted to affirm a death sentence, two 
voted against and one abstained, the decision of the six jus- 
tices shall be considered the сошт official action on the 
case. 

Atthetime the tribunal deliberated on Ebio's case in 2002, 
it had only 14 members. Justice Santiago Kapunan had just 
retired then and President Macapagal-Arroyo had not yet ap- 
pointed his replacement. 

For unexplained reasons, the question of what constitutes 
a quorum when the tribunal has only 14 sitting justices did 
not cross the mind of the seven justices who voted in the 
case, their respective staff and the court official who takes a 
final look at the decisions before they are released to the 
public. 

‘What the tribunal overlooked, the PAO lawyers were able 
to spot. Considering their heavy workload, that item could 
have been similarly glossed over or missed, and the lawyers 
cannot be faulted for that omission. The fact that they saw it, 
amid the other equally important issues involved in the case, 
shows their professionalism and dédication to the cause of 
extending free competent legal assistance to people who 
cannot afford to pay for legal services 

Redeliberation 

Since the PAO raised a valid point, the tribunal decided to 
recall из action on Ebio's case and take a second look on the 
issue of whether it had a quorum at the time it voted to af- 
firm his appointment with death. 

In what looked like а face-saving move, the high court 
stated that the Constitution does not spell out the number of 
justices required to be present to constitute a quorum when 
they meet as a body, and that the records ofthe 1986 Consti- 
tutional Commission are silent on what the quorum should 
be when it has only 14 members. 

‘The problem with this explanation is, it ignores the fact 
that the tribunal has used in the past ће standard definition. 
of quorum—50 percent plus one—in determining the validi- 
ty of courses of action taken by collegiate bodies or agencies 
in the government and private sector. Also, a cursory review 
ofits previous decisions shows that it observes the "50 per- 
‘cent plus one" rule when it deliberates on cases either as five- 
member divisions or en banc. 

The cavalier treatment of the elementary issue of quorum 
in Ebio's case will be difficult to explain to the convict’ rela- 
tives or the people languishing in death row. Because the 
‘Constitution gave ће justices life and death powers over the. 
men and women in our country who have committed capital 
crimes, the people expect them to leave no stones unturned 
‘or no question unanswered when they review death penalty 
cases. 

The PAO lawyers should be commended for bringing to 
the forefront an issue that strikes deep into the integrity of 
‘our review system for death penalty cases.

Rescuing 
the Butuanon 
language

YOUTH group called the 

Save Our Languages 

‘Through Federalism (Solfed) 

is coming to the rescue of the an- 

cient Butuanon language, which ex- 

perts and observers say may be dead 
or dying. 

For Dr, Jose Dakudao, Solfed national pres- 
ident, the Butuanon belongs to the category 
of moribund languages, one that is no longer 
being learned as the mother tongue by chil- 
dren or the current generation. 

The majority of local languages in the 
country for that matter are moribund, Daku- 
dao says, because they are pushed to the mar- 
gins by Tagalog and English. 

“T is unfortunate that local people neglect 
ог throw away their native tongue in favor of 
а so-called national language, in the process 
making them feel inferior or ashamed of their 
own selves," he said 

Dakudao, who is a neurosurgeon and lan- 
guage scholar from the University of the 
Philippines, believes that language is the soul 
of culture, the foundation of а peoples in- 
tegrity “Ifyou take away the native language, 
the people's idealism disintegrates, just like 
‘what s happening now he said. 

In Butuan, only a small segment of the pop- 
ulation can speak the language. They are con- 
centrated in Barangays Babag, Валга and 
Maon. They are the direct descendants of old 
Butuanon families who passed the language 
оп to the young. But the youths complain: 
"When people downtown hear us speak Butu- 
anon, they ask us where we are from." 

"It is ironic that Butuanons have become 
aliens in their own place of birth,” said Daku- 
Чао, noting that this was happening in other 
parts ofthe country as well. 

“We want the Butuanon language to be backin 
the mainstream consciousness of our people be- 
cause itis a major part of our identity, our dynam- 
icand colorful pre-colonial history” said Fr. Josilo 
Ата, a local historian and adviser of Solfed. 

Dakudao and Amalla need not lose hope. 
Оп their side are Solfed members who are 
‘youth leaders in their barangays and schools- 


Breakthroughs 

"To further deepen their interest and pride, 
and to heighten consciousness, Amalla con- 
ducts Butuanon language interactions. Solfed 
also runs a radio program daily. 

“This is part of telling Butuanons, whether 
descendants or migrants, that we have a 
beautiful, authenticlanguage of our own, and 
we must practice i,” he said. 

Solfed has also made exciting breakthroughs 
inthe local ranslations of the national anthem, 
several classi Visayan songs, Christmas carols 
and prayers. Its choir’ renditions of the songs 
have been received warmly by audiences. 

The city government has recognized 
Solfed’s efforts and has vowed support. 
‘Through the Butuan Historical and Cultural 
Foundation and in partnership with the 
academe, it launched the "Speak Butuanon 
Week" during the city’s founding anniversary. 

The celebration's major activity was the in- 
terschool Butuanon language speaking con- 
test. “We hope that this activity will generate 
the kind of pride and encourage тоге young 
people to know who they are,” noted Greg 
Hontiveros, president of the foundation. 

In the world of homogenization, what 
chance do the Butuanon and other local lan 
guages have that will be appreciated and 
practiced again? Can the people look at their 
native language as a major language at par 
with Tagalog, Cebuano and English? 

"People should be reoriented, and local lan- 
guages must be taught [again]—whatever and 
wherever it may take. Our political leaders and 
the academe must lead in this aspect. Even the 
Church has a big role as wel,” Dakudao said. 

And why federalism? “Federalism enables the 
local people to run their own political and eco- 
nomie destiny, asserting in the process their own 
true culture and in a more concrete way through 
their respective language the scholar added. 


hopeful they are that someday, lasting 
peace and a more sustainable develop- 
ment would be achieved. 

“Our village was where the soldiers 
‘camped as they did intense shelling of tie 
dissident groups. They could not go any 
farther because ofthe strong defense put 
up by the other group,” Tomas said. 

The only school building in the village 
was destroyed. A village secretary said а 
bomb landed right smack at the building. 
“There were по classes anymore. By 
then, the children had been brought to 
the evacuation centers." 

The building is now roofless, its walls 
pockmarked with bullet holes, and tall 


grasses have already grown. 

In June 2003, Tomas, who just earned 
а teaching degree from the Mindanao 
Capital Colleges, volunteered to open 
theschool and teach even without salary. 
"Трку the children,” she said. 

Five months later, she was employed 
by the Department of Education. 

But it was not the end of her problems. 
She had to make the makeshift building 
temporarily assigned as a school com- 
fortable enough for the children. The 
structure was once a masque. 

“it was such a sacrifice. There were 
not enough books, chairs and school sup- 
plies," Tomas recalled. 


Most of the time, the children would go. 
to school as early as they could so they can 
sitona few available chairs, she said. Those 
who do not have chairs either sat on the 
floor or stood on the side. "This is the cause 
of ight among them—no chairs to sit on: 
Handling a multigrade (children in two 
grades are combined into one dass because 
of the shortage of teachers) class of Grades 
1 and 2 is very difficult. She has to accom- 
тобат all of them, or else some of the chil- 
dren will be left ош. The central school is 
two to three kilometers from the village. 
“The children's interest under this condi- 
tion will be dependent on the teacher. That 
is why T have to do my best to keep them 
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learning. Itake it asa challenge; she said. 

"In most cases, 1 buy the school sup- 
plies from my own money and provide 
some of the things of the children,” 
‘Tomas said, stressing that she could not 
simply ignore their needs, 

Her most urgent appeal is for a school 
to be built for the children. “We need a 
building that we can call a school for 
them. We need the facilities that would 
help them learn well as they deserve.” 

She said they have already sent village 
resolutions asking the DepEd that a bud- 
get be allocated forthe school but “until 
now nothing has been done."

“You have to be credible to the 
people,” Lemay said, when asked 
how he had managed to draw 
sponsors to keep his foundation

a documentary that will be very 
funny and damning, and itll be 
90 minutes of punishment for 
these corporations and politi- 
cians who have put us in this sit- 
uation, 
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WE WOKE up bright and early last Monday 
morning to catch the live satellite telecast of 
the S6th Emmy Awards for US TV. The show 
was a combination of heartfelt acceptance 
speeches and comic digs—and sometimes а 
combination of both. 

‘Take Meryl Streep’s acceptance speech 
for her award as the best lead actress ina mi- 
ni-series (Angels in America”): She started 
off mock-seriously ("These are some days 
when even I think Im overrated") then let 
loose with a comic twist ("But not tonight!”) 

The audience loved her. They were even 
more delighted when she took a playful dig 
at her co-nominee, Emma Thompson, who 
she said “will hold a grudge (for not win- 
ning) for the rest of her life. But who cares?" 

Only Meryl Streep could have pulled off 
that outrageous combination of the serious 
and the somber, and her fellow stars cheered 
heron. 

Al Pacino wasn't so lucky When he won as 
best lead actor in a mini-series, again for"An- 
gels in America,” he started off by cracking 
that Elaine Stritch, who had won an award 
earlier and had gone to great lengths to ex- 
press her gratitude, had "stolen my speech." 

Well, that playful dig didn't go over well at 
all. So, with figurative egg on his face, a glum 
Pacino cut his losses and concluded his ac- 
ceptance speech as quickly as he could. 

Speaking of ‘Angels in America," the mini- 
series based on Tony Kushner’s acclaimed 
stage play about AIDS turned out to be the 
Emmy's biggest winner, with other trophies 
going to Kushner, director Mike Nichols, and 
seven other people inthe show. 

‘When the smoke cleared, it turned out 
that the mini-series had set a new Emmy 
record for the most number of awards won 
(1) by any single program. 
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‘Angels in America’ tops Emmy winners 
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This achievement was deemed even more 
remarkable because "Angels in America” isn't 
exactly gung ho entertainment, and in fact 
forces viewers to confront some AIDS-relat- 
ей issues that some of them would rather not 
thinkabout. 

Kudos then to HBO for going against stan- 
dard broadcasting “wisdom” and daring to 
produce and telecast such a sensitive, 
provocative drama series. 

With the awards won by its other "dark" 
production, "The Sopranos," HBO ended up 
ruling the 56th Emmy Awards, an unusual 
feat for a cable network to pull off—à point 
that wasn't lost on the “free” channel TV guys 
who watched the awards show. 

‘Another unexpected winner (for best eom- 
edy series) was "Arrested Development." The 
zany and edgy sitcom vanquished a lot of big 
shows, and served notice that success on TV 
these days comes to those who dare. 

Ironically, "The Sopranos,” “Angels in 
America” and “Arrested Development" have 
yet to hit local TV screens, which are partial 
toless disturbing fare. 

‘We trust that an intrepid TV outfit will 
make up for that lapse soon—and we 
promise to support its daring programming 
move with our avid viewership. 

Other "surprise" awards went to "The 
‘Amazing Race" for best reality competition, 
and to the savagely satirical "The Daily Show 
with Jon Stewart" for best variety series. 
These awards indicare that Emmy voters 
have learned to think out ofthe box. 

On the other hand, the awards given to the 
stars of "departed" shows, ike Sarah Jessica 
Parker (‘Sex and the Ску) and Kelsey 
Grammer (“Frasier”) were completely ex- 
pected. Only “Friends” ended up out of the 
winners’ circle among the popular series that 
have concluded their run on the tube. 

The 56 Emmy Awards show was over- 
long and frequently stolid, but it had enough 
highlights to make it generally viewable. 

"The best quote of the night? That "award" 
goes to Tony Kushner, who dedicated his 
award to his life partner, Mark, whom he re- 
ferred to as his husband: “One of these days, 
we can get a legal marriage license, and you 
can make an honest homosexual out of me!” 

The worst quote? Sarah Jessica Parker's 
acceptance speech, which went on and on! 
She thanked everybody she could think of, 
including “the passers-by who always have 
good words to say about me." 

Parker was kidded about that silly remark 
by some stars who spoke after her—and with 
good reason!

However, one snag of not flooding the pad- 
dies isthe proliferation of weeds. Verzola's so- 
lution is not to use toxic herbicides but opt for 
a simple mechanical weed cutter 

їп fact, both Philippine Greens and Ka- 
likasan are strong advocates of bio-organic 
farming, which they believe enhance the per- 
formance of SRI. 

While SRI is adaptable to any rice variety or 
technology, the system works better when 
complemented with bio-organic farming. 

‘The SRI process of nurturing the soil is re- 
inforced by the organic nutrients that com- 
post (organic fertilizer) breeds. 

Definitely, the steps for SRI are more tedious. 
and require attitudinal and behavioral change. 
‘Tambalo concedes that farmers have to spend 
more hours in their farm to follow the SRI 
methods meticulously and handle the weeding. 
But he says the methods are easy to learn and 


even for a human skyscraper. 


does not really burden the farmer too much 
once the technique becomes routine. 

"Farmers are used to hard work. A few 
weeds and a couple of hours more under the 
sun should not stop us from improving our 
farming systems," he says. 

He believes it does not need scientific data to 
convince farmers to adopt SRI and bio-organic 
‘methods because the positive results are so evi- 
dent. 

Only 20 members of Kalikasan started SRI 
in this cropping. He expects this number to 
balloon toa hundred in the next crop. 

Verzola suggests that SRI could even be the 
appropriate strategy to saving the endan- 
gered Ifugao Rice Terraces. 

The longer gestation period of upland rice 
varieties (six months) is ideal for the opti- 
mum propagation of rice tillers under SRI. 

Likewise, SRI could be adapted into the 
rice terraces without the chemical inputs that. 
most hybrid rice varieties require. 

Most terrace conservation experts believe 
that chemical agriculture destroys the natural 
ecosystem of the area, by polluting the rivers. 
and streams and killing other animal species. 

‘that normally thrive 
inthe paddies. 

‘These include 
shells clams and oth- 
er fish species that 
are also harvested as 
food by the farmers. 

SRI could raise rice 
production in the rice 
terraces without re- 
placing the traditional 
rice varieties and in- 
fusing destructive 
chemical inputs. 

Despite its popu- 
larity and acceptance 
in Aftica, Europe and 
other South East 
Asian countries, sur- 
prisingly the gover- 
ment has shied away 
from endorsing SRI 
in its rice productivi- 
ty programs. 

Verzola believes 
that this is influenced 
by the government's 
bias against agricul- 
tural methods and 
technology that do 
not support multi-na- 
tional businesses 
such as the promo- 
tion of Hybrid Rice. 

But DAis hybrid rice 
program is hounded 
by drawbacks that 
could become poten- 
tially dangerous to the 
country’s agricultural 
program. 

Aside from being 
very expensive, the 
hybrid seeds are ge- 
netically produced to 
be planted in a single 
стор and cannot be 
propagated for the 
succeeding стор. 
Thus, farmers have 
to buy a new stock of 
seeds for the next 
cropping. 

He also explained 
that Hybrid Rice has a 
narrow genetic base, 
because it was bred 
primarily from a sin- 
gle rice strain origi- 
nating from China.

INOTCHKA Rosca, seltexiled author and 
activist, blew into town and UP's Balay 
Kalinaw for the launch of her book, Зове 

Ma. Sison.” She locked every bit as [expected her 

to—in full bloom and fighting form. 

She went up to the mike and, overwhelmed 
by the packed crowd that had come, sai, "I feel 
like shouting, gusto kong sumigaw!" and she did. 
“imperaismol” and the whole room thundered, 
“Ibagsak!” 

Tn her speech, which was peppered by rapier 
thrusts, Ninotchka castigated the US for its ter- 
roris tag on Sison. "The US government has по 
right to make judgment on what happens in the 
Philippines Itis our war, wala silang k?" 

"Who killed Dz Juan Escandor? (stain in Bicol; 
torturers broke his skull, scooped out his brains 
and in their place stuffed his jockey briefs). Who 
kiled Dr. Bobby de la Paz? Shot in his clinic in 
Samar). Who killed Liliosa Hilao? (tortured and 
raped in a military prison, later found dead from 
muriatic acid poisoning). Who killed Jessica 
Sales? (student activist who disappeared in 
Southern Tagalog). Who assassinated Lean Ale- 
jandro? (Secretary general of Bagong Alyansang 
Makabayan). Who killed Ka Lando Olalia? labor 
leader abducted with his drives later found dead 
in his car with newspapers stuffed in his mouth). 
How come the murderers of our people are not 
terrorists?” 

When the speech ended, this third-generation 
crop of lefists drowned Ninotchka with bou- 
quets. Luis Jalandoni, head of the CPP. NPA who 
was also in town, was the next speaker. He ac- 
Jnowledged his wife, “Kasamang Connie,” in the. 
audience. What a gathering! 


Women’s place 

The launching ended with another reverber- 
ating batlecry of “Tmperilismo—Ibagsak?” tt 
sounded archaic. | was swept with nostalgia, 
back to late Marcos time in 1983, when the 
women's place was in the struggle. My friends, 
Fe Arriola, Techie Capellan, actress Adul de Leon 
and several other activists were on the floor of 
‘my pad, which wasa stand-alone unitin the gar- 
den. We were painting banners with angry slo- 
gans of "bagsak" this and "Lansagin that, lead- 
ng Manny Arriola to exclaim, "Good grief! Why 
dont you just paint ‘Lansagin ang Ibagsak" and 
geticover with!” 

"The only condition for the activists’ use of my 
рай was that, the moment my husband honked 
the car hom at the gate, ай the banners drying on 

} the railings or on the grass had to be whisked out 
of sight, dry or wer. My husband was then a se- 
nior vice president of Meralco, which had been 

Š taken over by Marcos from the Lopezes. Geny 
Lopez was in prison. No one, but no one, in Mer- 

ico talked about Marcos (except in hushed 
tones) 

Husbands jobs were on the line and males 
were always being picked up by the military So it 
маз the women who moved, and never was 
there such a force! We marched on the streets to 

| protest militarization, human rights violations 
(especially salvaging), the right to assembly, me- 
dia repression, ал бог laws, unemployment, 
the export of chambermaids, the nuclear plant 
under construction, grand edifices in the midst of 
poverty, the Manila Film Festival (or Manila 
Fighting Fish Festival), the МЕ World Bank bor- 
rowings, colonial mentality Statehood USA, in- 
creased taxation, їс. 


Welcome to activists 

Tn Quezon City, the starting point of the rallies 
was the Welcome rotunda. Some friends like 
Зума Ventura (Butch Aquino's sister-in-law), 
Одете Alcantara, Peng Arriola, and some oth- 
ers would star from my QC home because I had 
а good cook and served a delicious merienda. We 
wondered whether the women of 1898—1ke 
Gregoria de Jesus and Gabriela Silang—too, 
were filled with excitement like we were and, in 
true Pinoy fashion, feasted before sallying forth 
to the revolution 

Perhaps 1 was tired of being a corporate wife, 
of having to fit into а mold of dressing smartly, 
swilling cocktails and talking shallow. I felt at 
home in the protest movement where the artists 
and writers were, and the ex-nuns and priests. lts 
people were real and seemed to be genuinely 
searching for a benter life. Of the groups, the lei, 
which I chose to join, was by far the most aggres- 
sive. 

Heading a march, if we were lucky, were Jose 
"ка Pepe” Diokno, Lorenzo "Ka Tani” Тайада, 
Justice ‘TBE Reyes, or Joaquin “Chino” Roces. 
"There was always danger in а rally You could be 
picked up any time for any cause—and some just 
disappeared. The policemen often broke up row- 
ду rallies with a fireman's hose or even tear gas 
and beat aggressive student leaders with trun- 
cheons. Once we overheard a policeman telling

Chino Roces, while leading him to the sidewalk, 
“Dito na po muna kayo, tatang, kasi mag wa-wa- 
ter cannon na.” 

Оп still another occasion, Odette begged а 
chair from the guard of a building for the elderly 
Ка Tani to sit on. A bench came, but instead of 
sitting, the old man stood on it, failing his fists 
and adding his own bombast to the all In one 
of the most brutal dispersals, Francisco 
"Dodong" and Princess Nemenzo's son, Fidel, 
was shot. Му friends ran in ай directions, looking. 
for houses to hide in. 


Battle queens 

Our womens organization was called 
“Womb.” ks suprema was Майа Gomez, who ed 
ош marches and never got tear gassed because 
she was so drop-dead beautiful. Womb was a 
spin-off from the бегу Gabriela headed by Nelia 
Sancho, erstwhile Miss Asia Pacific, so we were a 
kind of battle forces led by beauty queens. 
Gabriela was originally chaired by Sen. Tecla San 
Andres Ziga who, to our unending awe, was ad- 
dressed respectfully in rallies by the hard line la- 
bor sector as “Kasamang Теба," 

The genter Womb was convened by three 
members of the elite—Mamita Pardo de Tavera, 
St Christine Tan and Alicia de ја Paz. The first 
chair, before Maita, was the dignified, white- 
haired Mamita, doctor and TB specialist, whose 
heart was with the grassroots. More progressive 
than other women of her time, she hosted our 
meetings in her gracious home in Dasmariñas 
village—who would dare go and arrest Mamita 
there? 

"Womb's mother, Gabriela, was organized їп 
1983 by women's advocate Fe С. Arriola, with 
Techie Capellan and Girlie Vilaribe in Peanuts 
Райагеў office. Ie was envisioned as an umbrella 
organization for a variety of traditional women's 
groups tom housewives of poor communities 
to politicians like Sen. Ziga. The urgent need 
then was to Боусот (not the snap elections) but. 
the earlier meaningless Batasan elections of 
1984. Gabriela could not support the boycott, as 
its broad coalition included government people 
‘Ando, in 1984 Womb (Women for the Ouste of 
Marcos and Boycott) was born. Womb was pure- 
ly civil society its middle class concerns very dif- 
ferent Rom those of Gabriela's main con- 
stituents—the urban and rural poor (One of its 
ater day chairs was St Mary John Mananzan.) 


Ihave two hands 

Like Gabriela, Womb was left of center or 
maybe lef, or leftJeft, depending on where you 
stood, Street parliamentarians were arbitrarily 
boxed according to their political leanings—into 
“extreme lf," Чей of cente “cener” “right of 
center'—or "Nat Dem” (National Democrats), 
“Soc Рет" (Social Democrats) and "Lb Dem” 
(Liberal Democrats). The extreme left was the 
underground CPPNEA, the extreme right, the es- 
tablishment. Everyone else and their maids were. 
in between. (Somehow, Обете and I escaped 
classification; we were always jus refered to as 
“yong дана”) 

"The red flags went to Liwasang Bonifacio or 
Mendiola, the yellow flags marched on Ayala Av- 
enue and converged at the Ugarte football fc 
Later in time, they merged and became a meld, a 
visual feast of red and yellow banners uttering 
in the breeze. Atom (August Twenty One Move- 
теп), with its long yellow horizontal streamers 
printed with Ninoy face, always led the pack. 
Makati was where we would be showered with 
yellow conferti (shredded yellow pages of phone 
books) raining from the tall buildings of Ayala, 
the Filipinos for once united for a common 
‘cause. k was enough to make you cry. 

Armpit rhetoric 

“The rhetoric of Womb and Gabriela, and the 
Jeftin general, was downright awful. The protest 
banners and flyers read: “Lansagin ang dicadu- 
та" “Ipaglaban ang demokrasya!” "Sumulong at 
lumaban!” "Rit ang karapatan!” The slogans 
were artless, humorless and repetitive. And they 
were always accompanied by the taas kamao, 
the uprased arm and clenched fis, leading 
Одепе Alcantara о dub К "kilikili rhetoric" since 
all you could see were armpits. 

Obviously the kilikili had to be deodorized. 
"The reds had no access to Ше corridors of power, 
but they had the message. The substance of the 
left combined with the discreet charm of bour- 
geoisie was an appealing molotov cocktail. 

Womb’s debut was а fashion show called 
“State of the Nation Fashion Show” Fashion was 
what initially made Womb. 

Before each mass action we would meet at 
Mamita Pardo de Tavera's house, cooking place 
of rallies and special events. There were at least 
two rallies a month. We met to discuss the most 
recent issue, compose a manifesto (always in- 
jecting a women’s angle or two) and plan the 
next mass action. Special days were Women's 
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STREET PLAY in front of US Embassy with CB Garrucho as Imelda, Nikki Coseteng as a crony and Odette Alcantara.

Weekin March, May 1 (Labor Day), June 12 In- 
dependence Day), July 4 (PhiAm Friendship 
Day), Aug. 21 (date Ninoy was shot), Sept. 21 
(declaradon of Martial Law), Oct. 8 (Filipino 
Women's Day, or maybe Gabriel's birthday), 
Dec. 10 (Human Rights Day). Red-letter days 
called for full mobilization—meaning a huge 
march or event. The rest were ordinary rallies. 
Four activists disappear and the nest day we 
marched a rally carrying their blown-up pictures. 
We protested the horrendous Escalante massacre 
and every other human rights violation. 


Free costumes 

There was some objection to the planned 
fashion show as being “frivolous.” But on 
March 5, 1985, a Tuesday, the “Big Kitchen” 
in Makati Greenbelt Square was full to the 
rafters with paying guests. The scintillating 
stars of the protest movement—Ka Pepe, Ka. 
‘Taniand JBL had the front seats. 

We had asked designers Auggie Cordero, 
Emes Santiago, Tony Cajucom, Loreto Popioco 
‘and Bumbee Ramos to donate costumes for free. 
Some of them were secret activists themselves, 
and happy enough to contribute, others were co- 
erced into it, the price of being our fiends. Wan- 
da Louwallien, a real life fashion director, was 
engaged for the show. The stage, as usual, was 
made by Ed Manalo out of borrowed wood dis 
maned from stages of other rallies. 

Each Womb model represented an issue 
against the dictatorship. For instance, Olive 
"pon in a costume painted to look like one US 
dollar walked onstage hand-in-hand with her lit- 
Че daughter dressed as P20 (an outrageous ex- 
change rate tent). Melissa Perez Rubio was the 
Naclear Plant that would put us in debt, com- 
рее with twinkling wire headdress. Gigi Due- 
fas was Tourism- dressed in balintawak infront 
but backess mini when she turned around. Nan- 
су Reyes was a maid being exported or some- 
thing. Marivic was Miss Taxes in а sackcloth and 
arope around her neck. Daphne Ceniza and Lilia 
Fabregas were coconut and sugar monopolies, 
‘costumed in coconut fronds and sugarcane stalks 
and leaves. Мейа Sancho was in a costume of 
construction materials as "Edifice Complex.” СВ 
Garrucho and Behn Cervantes emceed. There 
were many more numbers, 


The Ibagsak cape 

1 couldn't really quite dig our ideology; all 1 
wanted was to work hard so that we would have. 
a really good show: (I was my breakthrough to 
becoming, in my maturiy а theatre producer— 
hah) The finale with Майа Gomez brought the 
house down. She was modeling an honeso- 
goodness white sik gown, but when she un- 
rolled her long, long, red cape, it had the words: 
"Diktadurang US Marcos—ibagsak” In full view 
ofthat huge audience with NICA infikrators, we 
were sure! Everyone gasped. We thought sirens 
would come screeching and the miliary would 
ransack the place. (It ended peacefully) 

No other event of that period had as much 
media coverage. The press, ike fearless Ms Eggie 
Apostol (Мгал Ms) and Melinda de Jesus (eri 
tas), аһиауз made protest actions seem glam- 
ого, as did columnist Joaquin Roces, whose 
roll call of ree parliamentarians sounded likea 
‘Who's Who. For guidance though, one still read 
dassic lefíss like Renato Constantino, Ding 
Lichauco (and Mao Tse Tung. 

Women's groups, aswell as male-female ones, 
grew in number Aside from Womb and ante-dat- 
ing it, was Samakana, a grassroots organization 
led by Rite Peredo, There were the centrist 
‘Aware (let Severino, Mariel Tolentino, Gila 
Maramba, Maribel Ongpin, Bing Roxas, Tingting 
Cojuangco, Мага Lim, Ticcie Cepeda, Ching Es- 
caler), the earlier Concemed Women ofthe Phils- 
(Nini Quezon Avanceña, Mary Concepcion 
Bautista, Maring Feria), Now (National Organi- 
zation of Women), whose incendiary speaker 
was Loma Verano Yap, Kababa of Greenhills, 
Pilipina, Peanuts Pubares PABA (Philippine 
Arts Educational Association) and Girlie Vil- 
larbas CWR (Center for Women's Resources). 
Maita Gomez opened Womb organizations in 
Baguio (Laida Lim and Baboo Mondoñedo), 
Central Luzon (Ming Tayag and Minyang Pam- 
виза), Davao (Jinky Yap), Surigao and Samar.

"The colegialas became ‘Teresang Makabayan 
(St. Theresa's), later handled by Josie Rufino, 
Kolasa (St. Scholastica), Maria (Assumption), 
Katipuneras (Maryknoll, Spirit of Mendiola 
(Holy Ghost), Josephines for Justice (St. 
Joseph). This inspired the ever patronizing efto: 
invent funny ditties Ше “Bandilang red, wave, 
wave, wave, maki-fight, fight, fight, huwag ma- 
afraid" By this time, however, there was no 
longer any doubt about the formidable force of 
the middie dass kavimenan. 

Women In Media Now included militant writ- 
ers and broadcasters like Tina Monzon Palma, 
Ceres Doyo, Syivia Mayuga, Lorna Tirol, Paulynn 
Sicam, Jo-Ann Maglipon, Sheila Coronel, Marra. 
Lanot, Rochit Таћедо, Marites Vitug, Arlene Bab- 
stand Ninez Cacho. Most of them were writing 
for Manila Bulletin, one of whose editors was 
Leny J. Magsanoc. They all dressed in black for 
their protest march. WIMN was actually the 
women's desk of Concerned Artists of the Phils. 
(composed of Lino Brocka, Ishmael Bernal, Nic 
Tiongson, Pete Lacaba, Behn Cervantes, Marilou 
Diaz Abaya, Brenca Fajardo and maybe all of Pe- 
ta (Philippine Educational Theater Association) 
Pete Lacaba had written a flm, “Sister Stella L," 
in which many of us protesters became extras. 
"The visual artists, Abay (Antista ng Bayan), were 
concerned too, ike social realist painters Biboy 
Ddloravo, Egay Femandez, Renato Habulan, Neil 
Doloricon, but also others like Bogey Ruiz. 

Who could forget the songs of protest which 
have become history? What the writers wrote, 
and the dramatists staged, the musicians com- 
posed and sang. There was the popular “Inang 
Laya” duo Becky Abraham and Karina Constant 
то, Joey Ayala (whose song on hamlerting of a 
village, “Sta. Filomena,” became a classic), 
Heber Bartolome ("Kalamansi sa Sugat") Jess 
Santiago and Asin: Аек Magno fell in love with 
protest singer Susan Femandez, Heber Bar- 
tolome with suprema Maita. 


“Lutong Macoy’ 

About 1985, а small group in Womb began а 
satirical column in menu form. It was called "Lu- 
tong Macoy" by Los Enemigos. Names of impor- 
tant figures in the New Society became a menu 
of politically charged dishes: Bola-bola Cendafia 
(referring to the then press secretary). Blas Souf- 
fle (Ople was then a Marcos man), Eggs Benedic- 
то (a Marcos crony); ке Ver (AFP chief of 
staf); Azucena à la Valencia (columnist who 
‘supported Marcos); Macaroni Velasco (crony); 
Jolly B Cheesburgis Joly Benitez, chief of hu- 
‘man setlemens); ОКоу Romualdez (Presiden- 
tial brother-in-law); Olivas Alone hototay soup 
(chief of airport security); Cocojuangeo maca- 
Toons (crony). Another smorgasbord was Thaw: 
Thaw Ballot: Pusila Pusit (Pisila!” was the 
Visayan word used to order the shooting of Ni- 
тоу), Dinuguang Tarmac, Bagoong Lipunan, 
Boneless Comelec with Perez sauce, Crony 
None, Kinurakot na Kangkong at Kamote (ККК), 
Paksiw na Eleksyon, Pinaupong Tuta, Tostados 
Unidos with Sapin арі Utang. 

The authors were able to Keep their identity 
secret for years, even when they won a Catholic 
Mass Media, and later a National Press Club 
award, for press freedom.

Street soap 

Womb's most moving street performance, 
however, was the march on April 13, 1984, Good 
Friday in Ugarte Field. Called "Koronang Tinik,” 
the street performance depicted the brutality of 
the Marcos mikary A purple banner, “Mga 
Nawawala” (Desaparecidos) was followed by 
five wailing women, faces covered with black 
veils and carrying the blown-up picrures of their 
missing beloved, with names and dates of their 
disappearance. The next tableau was "Intero- 
gasyon; which had a man, naked to the w 
Палов tied with а rope heid by a captor in khaki. 
"Three verdugos were around him, one with a 
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bayong over his head, one with а black hood and 
а fat soldier wearing refiectorized sunglasses. 
The three took tums pretending to burn him 
with cigarettes, kicking and boxing him. 

‘Next, “The Water Cure." Three hooded guys 
carried а long, long hose. The prisoner, hands 
tied, had the nozzle in his mouth and was 
writhing in pain. Another guy carried a funnel 
and alternated the water hase cure with a cham- 
berpot of urine being funneled into the guys 
mou. On to "Ecc Shock which was a pris- 
oner in briefs with wires attached to his finger- 
tips and genitals. 

“Bartolina” had a subversive in a kind of zoo 
cage, with purple bruises and blood all over his 
body (how we enjoyed doing that gory make 
up). The last fellow was оп а stretcher his Tshirt 
covered with blood, dead. A placard read, "Shot 
while uying to escape,” followed by a quote, “Мо 
‘one, but по one, has been tortured— Marcos." 

Indeed, many of our friends had been incar- 
cerated, tortured/raped or slain from the First 
Quarter Storm of the 1970s onward. Many 
homes, at some time or another, had harbored а 
“wanted” activist or two in a spare room, closet 
от bodega. Satur Ocampo and Bobi Malay were 
caught and imprisoned in Fort Bonifacio in 1980.

That 
‘one move changes a whole configuration, 
therefore to always be deliberate, to know 
where you're going and what led you to 
where you are.

Getting in the crowds has always been a 
huge challenge for museums in this historical- 
ју forgetful, memory-challenged country.

They're in for a surprise at the Ayala Muse- 
um.

HREE vertical posh residential devel- 
opments in ritzy neighborhoods The 
Fort, Taguig and Rockwell, Makati, col- 
lectively known as The Edge—One McKinley 
Place, Fairways Tower and Metropolitan Tow- 
er—form a toast to the hip, urban high life. 

Developed by real-estate developer Phütown. 
Inc. under its chair Joey Concepcion, The Edge 
complements metropolitan lifestyles by draw- 
ing a delicate balance between style and func- 
tionality—nothing too trendy that could border 
оп the gauche, and nothing too practical that 
could tread on the boring. 

Оле McKinley Place at The Fort is a 43-sto- 
ту building at the heart of Fort Bonifacio, 
while the 28-story Fairways Tower, also at The 
Fort, is located at the corner of McKinley 
Road. Across Rockwell will rise the 36-story 
Metropolitan Tower, which will include facili- 
ties like badminton and tennis courts, swim- 
ming pool, gym, etc. 

The Edge's vision of high-rise living finds 
expression in the designs of three of the coun- 
пу most creative minds—architect and de- 
signer Ed Calma, and interior designers Tina. 
Periquet and Martha Orosa-Uy—which are on 
display at the Commercial Arcade showroom 
of One McKinley Place. 

“These are typical materials, those that you 
сап find everywhere. But combination and 
design make it very elegant," Calma says of 
his modern take on а typical 53-sq-m, one- 
bedroom unit. 


Sleeker, more masculine 

For his first time to design for a model unit; 
Calma decided to open the kitchen area, 
choosing the sleeker and more masculine 
dark counters of gunmetal over the typical 
wood or antiseptic white finish. He also used 
neutral tones to impart a sense of serenity to 
the constricted home space. 

Depth is achieved by allowing the eyes to

‘sweep from the kitchen all the way to the din- 
ing area and living room. The center of the 
room has suspended flowers above the dining 
table, adding character to an otherwise con- 
ventional dining area that’s normally adorned 
with a flower vase. 

Lights are recessed against the wall and lo- 
cated at the sides for a warm, soft ef- 
feet—nothing harsh to illuminate the center. 

CCalma's preference for Venetian plaster as 
his walls, with its geometric patterns of alu- 
minum shifts subtly framing the composition, 
transformed the walls into artwork similar to 
abstract painting 

"Venetian plaster absorbs moisture, so it al- 
so helps dehumidify the space,” he says. 

Calma is careful, too, about making furi- 
ture look, well, too functional. An arty 
Philippe Starck mirror lazily rests against one 
wall, and is strategically located in the living 
room to be appreciated by guests. His drawer 
looks like sculpture, a wall relief of sorts that 
adds a touch of art to the mundane.

"I'm very passionate. Every color has a way 
of affecting your mood. I know how they play 
with your senses,” says Orosa-Uy, who suc- 
cessfülly put together a living room, bed- 
room, dining area, kitchen plus washer and 
dryer into a tight 37-sq-m studio space. Green 
dominates her space, a refreshing and bubbly 
color against her dark wood furniture. 

Her choice of silk fabrics, soft materials and 
rich textures gives her design a sexy feel. 
Orosa-Uy's penchant for things big and small, 
east and west, isnot sheer whimsy, but part of 
her desire to put her personal stamp into her 
work.

What did you discuss with President Ar- 
royo this morning? 

Ttalked to her today about how I know this isa 
ficat ime for the country and I wanted to en- 
rage her, and encourage the people and try to 
help them understand. She's been reading my 
books fora few years, 1 gave her my newest book 
called "Today Matters” 18-а very important 
book especially for young people. The book says 
successful people make important decisions ear- 
ly in ther lives and they manage those decisions 
for the rest of their lives. The book helps you 
know what decisions to make early so you сап 
manage them for the rest of your Ме. 185 a very 
popular book in the United States to help people 
with their personal growth. 

Do presidents ask you for advice on how 
torun their countries? 

‘Sometimes they do. Sometimes they don't, 

How did you gain your reputation as an 
authority on leadership? 

What happens is, my books are read. So 
when 1 come, they already know about me. 
My books are in 33 different languages, so 
wherever 1 travel there are a lot of people 
who've already read my books. 

"When you go to different countries, are 
there variations in your lecture? Do you cus- 
tomize it and take into account local culture? 

Чез, you customize depending on whom you 
are talking to, and in some countries 1 go [0,1 
have to have a translator because they dont 
speak English. That takes twice as long because 
you're giving only half of the material out, be- 
cause you're waiting [for it to be translated]. 

Which leaders have influenced your 
writing? 

Probably the first person who influenced me 
was а fellow named Zig Ziegler, He's kind of a 
‘motivational speaker, and what 1 lie about his 
writings is that they are simple. You can easily 
understand them and they are practical. And 
that’s how my books are, too. My books are not 
complex. like to put cookies on the lower shelf 
so everybody can have some, you know what 
Tm saying? I ry to really simplify my writing so 
everybody can understand it and practice it. He 
was the first person to influence me and there 
were others who also influenced me. 

" Another is James Allen, who is a philoso- 
pher. And the other influence that's been major 

in my life has been the Bible. In fact, | have 
taught so many leadership lessons out of the 
Bible tha, four years ago, my publisher put out 
what they called the Maxwell Leadership 
Bible. 

How do you deal with critics who say 
that you have a misguided approach in us- 
ing Biblical figures in your writing? 

“They don't know what they're talking about. 
(Laughter) I mean, you have to understand that 
historical facts of the characters in the Bible are 
very well-documented. Рт not ying to convert | 
anybody. But the Biblical characters who exhib- у 
ited leadership qualities are pretty amazing. Іа | 
fact, 1 think what impressed me most about у 
these characters is that they readily talked 
about their mistakes, They're human. They said 
rout loud instead of ying cover. And ke

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, Who are your favorite Biblical charac- 
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ters aside from Jesus? 

My favorite Biblical character in the Old 
Testament would be Moses, mean, think 
about his job of leading a million and a half 
complaining Jewish people through the 
wilderness for 40 years. (Laughter) 

David? 

David is a great leader. 1 love 
did a lot of studies on him: 

Saul? 

He was an example of a very good natural 
leader that went bad and didn't do well. Ne- 
hemiah has some great leadership principles 
in his life. You'll probably learn more from Ne- 
hemiah than other Old Testament characters. 
In the New Testament, obviously, the apostle 
Paul is the best leader. 

Could you name some world leaders 
who have influenced you? 

Ifyou would go back to the ast century the 
1900s, I think the greatest leader worldwide 
is Martin Luther King. He took a dream to the 
African-American people, and they made 
great progress. He is a tremendous, influen- 
tial communicator. Great leader. 

‘Another great leader in the last century was 
Winston Churchill think you determine g' at 
leaders by being away from them for a while. I 
think when а leader is leading, its hard to tell. 
But history would tell the truth on a leader. And 
thats why I've gone back to the leaders who 
have been there, like Winston Churchill. He 
gave hope to England during the war when they 
really needed someone to hold on to. Napoleon 
said one time that leaders are "dealers of hope.” 
‘And Winston Churchill did a great job of that. 

‘Another good person who did a great job 
with hope recently was Rudy Giuliani, who 
was the mayor after the 9/11 terrorist attack 
on the US. He did a tremendous job encourag- 
ing people, telling everyone it would be okay, 
calming their fears, and giving a great sense 
of hope and security. 

What do you think of President George 
W. Bush's leadership style? 

1know him. Гуе spent time with him. Presi- 
dent Bush is an excellent leader especially in 
times of crisis. He is highly principled, does 
not waver like a lot of politicians. He would 
stay on course even if it would cost him an 
election, He told me one time: "I would rather 
Tose an election thain lose my principles." 

There are different kinds of leaders. There 
are those who don't do well in crisis, but do 
well on a day-to-day basis. I would call Presi- 
dent Bush a very principled, value-centric, 
crisis type leader. 

So you think he deserves four more 
years? (Laughter)

President Bush has a lot of charisma, you follow. 
me? ts just that I don't think people personally 
trust John Kerry. They don’t trust him not be. 
cause he's a bad person. Heres a better word: 1 
don't think they are secure with him. They're 
not sure what he would do on the terrorist is- 
sue, but they know what George Bush would. 
do. But anything can still appen. Iraq could 
pire in six weeks, which would really be horri- 
ble and would cost President Bush the votes. 

Опе of the criti 
dent Bush is his lack of intellectual curiosity. 
Isn't that also a mark of : 
ability to look at different sides of an issue? 

Let me say this. I don't think he is the intel 
lectually sharpest president we've ever had. 1 
mean, he's a very smart man, he's a Yale gradu- 
ate, So hes a smart man, but he's not as intel- 
lectually great as Jimmy Carter, who 
brilliant. Being smart doesn’t make you a good 
leader, but being dumb doesn't make you a 
good leader either, you know what I'm saying? 

1 think che difference is that, with President 
Bush, once he makes up his mind thatthe prin- 
cipleis right, he's going to do it whether people 
like it or not. And thats how he got elected. 
The criticism he obviously had was that he 
didn’t go for consensus on the war in Iraq and 
he didnt spend time developing а good plan. 

But he would tell you that we went a few 
times to the United Nations, and that because. 
they were unwilling, unable or unafraid to 
act, then we will act, we will stop Saddam, we 
will be consistent in what we're doing and we 
really don't care if other people don't like itor 
not. Very strong. 

What about his seeming inability to ad- 
mit mistakes—for instance, the question 
on weapons of mass destruction which 
have never been found? 

Have you ever known a leader ofa nation who 
was quick to admit mistakes? (Laughter) Do you 
know any leader of your country who was quick 
to say "Oh my goodness, Iwas wrong, Please for- 
give me, Im sony”? (Laughter) 

Leaders always have reasons for doing 
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things. And he does! He has admitted it. They 
felt that there were weapons of mass destruc- 
tion there. But regardless, they will also tell 
you that we still wanted to go in tliere and 
make а change, and so they made it. 

1 think that’s a weakness most leaders 
have—the unwillingness to admit mistakes. I 
wrote a book called “Failing Forward," which 
isa book on failure and how to fail correctly. 1 
think that’s a real weakness of most leaders. 
‘They are not quick enough to admit mistakes 
and say that “I made the wrong decision.” 
‘Sometimes leaders would say they are slow in 
admitting mistakes because they don't want 
to bring insecurity to people. My feeling is 
that the people already know, and if you ad: 
mit your failure or your shortcomings, you en- 
dear yourself о people more because they see 
you as human. 

їз it a sign of weakness on the leader's 
part to admit his failures? 

First of all, let me ask you this question: Do. 
you think that leaders sometimes fail? 1 do. 1 
think they do. So, if that's the case, admitting. 
‘weakness isn't a sign of failure. Sometimes 
the two are confused. 

1 think covering up a mistake is wrong. 1 
was speaking to about 150 presidents and 
CEOs of companies once and I said to them, 
Go back to your people and admit your mis- 
takes. That made them very nervous. (Laugh- 
ter) And one CEO came up to me and said, 
“John, this bothers me, going home and ad- 
mitting my weaknesses to my peopl 

I said, "Oh, my friend, You're operating 

sumption.” He said, "Why is 
оте assuming that your peo- 
ple don't know your weaknesses. Well, they 
do? 

What if the leader doeswt know? 
(Laughter) 

"That happens a lot. I've seen that, There 
isn't anyone to tell him, Thats a problem, 
huh? One of the problems leaders have is, if 
they're not careful, they surround themselves. 
‘with just "yes" people. 1 have always thought 
it better to surround myself with confident 
people, Now the people who come to me and 
Say, John, 1 think you're wrong here or 1 dis- 
agree with this" —I listen to them. But once I 
make a decision and they're on my team, they 
better be supportive of me. 

T think it’s а real weakness to bring people 
around who won't tell you what they think. 
Td surround myself not with people who'd say 
yes but who'd ask why. We ought to have peo- 
ple around us not to compete with us but to 
complete us. 1 think the more people we have 
to complete us, the better we are asa leader. 

If you were to give Ms Arroyo some en- 
couragement, what are the things you 
think she needs to work on? 

First of all, when you have a large country, 
it takes a lot to turn something around. Ifyou 
have a big ship, it takes miles to tum it 
around. If 1 would encourage her, 1 would 
have to encourage the entire country to un- 
derstand that these problems did not come 
overnight and they can't be solved overnight. 
You have to understand that there is a process 
involved. It takes a lot of patience, 

Second, 1 think leaders have to have hope 
in the middle of a problem. think the differ- 
елсе between a leader who's good during a 
difficult time and a leader who's not, isn't al- 
ways justa plan. I think its the issue of hope. 
A lot of people get very discouraged, and this 
morning with your President, | really tried to 
give people hope, tried to make them under- 
stand that it’s a very difficult time in the coun 
try but it’s not the first and it won't be the last. 
‘There are cycles in any economy, in every 
country. There are good years and there are 
difficult years. 

‘Also, obviously, if you don't understand the. 
problem, you can't solve it. 1 say to readers 
that they should really have a clear under- 
standing of the issue first, Then they can de- 
‘velop a game plan for solving that issue, 

Of all the leadership qualities you dis- 
cuss, which is the most important? 

1 very seldom emphasize that one is more 
important over the other. You can't really say 
the eye is more important than the mouth ог 
the ear It's kinda like a composite picture of a 
leader with all the qualities and characteris- 
ties that make up a good leader. 

For example, character is very important. 
People should trust you. If you lose that trust, 
you really lose your leadership. But character. 
‘lone doesn't make a good leader. A person 
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can be of good character but not а good lea 
er. He can be honest, trustworthy and with in- 
tegrity, and stil! по be а good leader. Charac- 
teris not something that will make you а good 
leader, but it disqualifies you if you don't have 

Does that make sense? 

1 always point to character, then compe- 
tence. Its just a fact: Some people are better 
leaders, and competence is very important to 
a person who's going to lead. 

15 ruthlessness necessary to be а good 
leader? 

Ruthlessness? (Long pause) No. I think 
there are times when a leader may be... For 
example, George W. Bush has great support 
оп how he handles terrorism. He will never 
compromise, and that kind of ruthlessness is 
probably good, 

А positive form of ruthlessness? 

Yeah. Ruthlessness can be good or bad, de- 
pends on how you use it. 

What about morality? 

Tes par of character. put that all under be- 
ing authentic, being who you say you are, be 
ing real. 

Do you have to be God-centered to be a 
good leader? Can an atheist be a good lead- 
er? 

An atheist can be a good leader. Just be- 
cause youre God-centered doesn't mean 
you're a good leader. I know a lot of God-cen- 
tered people who can't lead. (Laughter) Pm 
not trying to be unkind to anybody. 

Soit’s nota guarantee? 

Вей an atheist is not a guarantee, either. 

Isa leader born or made? 

Thats the No. 1 question lm asked. 
(Laughter) My answer is always the same. Of 
course they're born. Ive never met an unborn 
Teader. (Laughter) Nah, I'm having a little bit 
offon. 

What you're really asking is, Are people 
born with leanings or qualities that make 
them really good leaders, nd are there peo- 
ple born who don't have it? 

By all means, there are people who have a 
natural bent toward leadership, just like peo- 
ple who havea natural leaning toward music. 
T mean, І can't sing, How could others be that 
good and I'm not? They have a gift. So think 
there's also a leadership gift. 

But you could always develop a leader. If 
you don't have any leadership qualities, you 
‘can still develop it. 1 wrote "Developing the 
Leader Within You" in 1994, and that’s the 
book that really got me recognition because 
it’s the first book that said leaders could be de- 
veloped. Before that time, people thought you 
had to bea born leader to be one. 

Isit easy to spota leader? 

It is, for me. 1 could quickly spot people 
who have leadership qualities, but that is be- 
cause 1am a leader, It takes one to know one. 
Tetakes one to show one. It takes one to grow 
one. Leaders kinda migrate together. 

Whatdoes a team do when the leader is 
not effective? 

Tes very common in countries and in busi- 
nesses. | encourage people who are in this 
type of situation to try to develop other kinds 
of leaders and provide а new generation of 
leaders, Sometimes it really takes а new gen- 
eration of leaders to change the whole cul- 
ture, and I hope people will see it while they 
are still young But if feel like you do, my an- 
swer to you is to become а good leader. Make 
а difference yourself. Your day will come 
‘when the leadership position will be in your 
hands. t's your turn, so make it better. 

"Who do you think is the greatest Ameri- 
can president? 

‘Abraham Lincoln. No doubt about that. 1 
mean, 95 percent of all Americans would say 
that. 

Reagan? 

He'sa Very good leader. He would be on the 
"Tops. 

Clinton? 

T knew him personally He has a great mind 
and great charisma. Bill Clinton and Ronald 
Reagan are very alike—people liked them. 
Bat Bill Clinton wouldn't rank among the 
great presidents. saw the ranking the other 
day and 1 think he was ranked right in the 
middle, around 24th or 25th. In his term off 
fice, nothing happened that was dramatic. | 
mean, it may be wrong, but all ће great lead 
ев of апу country are the ones who go 
through difficult times—Abraham Lincoln 
and the Civil War, George Washington and the 
American Revolution, Kennedy and the 
Cuban missile crisis. If you don't have any- 
thing dramatic happening while you are pres- 
ident, you kinda fall down. I think that's very 
true with Bil Clinton. 

He also lost his moral authority because he 
lied о the people, like Richard Nixon.

Another time-related harsh 
reality is Free time and vacation 
time, In college, you get used to 
taking long weekends away 
from campus—on top of ex- 
tremely long winter and sum- 
mer breaks. Most colleges also 
have mid-semester breaks. Unfor- 
tunately, most employers are not 
that generous with time off. You 
may be lucky to get two weeks of 
vacation in your first job—but 
even with those two weeks, be- 
cause you are one of the newest 
employees, you may not have 
much choice as to when you сап 
take your vacation. 

The final time factor is time 
management. You may have 
thought it was tough manag- 
ing various group projects, tests 
and other activities while in 
college, but it will be even 
more of a struggle to manage 
your time once you are work- 
ing—and your future with 
your employer depends on 
how well you can manage 
your time. "There is a huge dif- 
ference in time management 
when you have to work 40+ 
hours and try to havealifeon vet 
the side," a 2001 general-busi- 
ness grad told us. “I find myself 
scheduling dinner with people 
for weeks in advance. College 
didn’t teach me working 40 
hours. College didn't teach me 
а bedtime ... but those are all 
things you learn with necessity.

FOR MANY SENIORS, the 
time leading up to college 
graduation and the start of a 
first job is often chaotic and 
stressful. You are trying to 
complete your college career 
without too much of a 
"senioritis" meltdown while 
dealing with the demands of 
job hunting, interviewing, 
and facing the reality of the 
end of schooling (at least for 
the foreseeable future). 

In all our discussions with 
college seniors and recent col- 
lege graduates, eight issues 
arise time and time again as 
the keys to making a successful 
transition from life as a stu- 
dent to life as а productive 
employee. Understanding 
these issues and being pre- 
pared for them before they 
occur should help you make a 
smoother transition.

"While 1 was in school, I was 
used to managing a full-course 
load while participating in a 
variety of extracurricular ac- 
tivities,” a recent grad told us, 
adding, "someone once told 
me that being busy is not an 
excuse for neglecting your per- 
sonal life because everyone is 
busy. I have tried to follow this 
thought and it seems to work 
the majority of the time.” 

2. Professionalism in the 
workplace. Everyone knows 
that a certain amount of col 
lege is a rite of passage, a time 
to try different things, be a 
litle crazy or irresponsible. In. 
college, acting unprofessional 
might result in a bad grade ог 
a lecture from an administra- 


tor or professor; in the work- 
place, acting unprofessionally 
can get you fired. “Getting the 
wrong answer means more 
than just a poor grade,” af- 
firmed a recent business-school 
graduate. 

Professionalism also deals 
with dependability and being 
a self-starter. “There are some 
things that you just have to fig- 
ure out or experience on your 
‘own. That's called personal ac- 
countability,” a business-school 
grad told us. “A graduate will 
never have all the answers, 
and rightfully so. You should 
always have the zeal to seek 
out new knowledge and learn 
from your mistakes. That i 
what creates uniqueness 
personal character. 

To succeed, you must be 
seen as a member of the team 
that can be relied un 10 do your 
job.

Funny? No, I'm serious about 
this. Bosses are only humans. 
Some of them have a ‘crab 
mentality’ or simply want 
their subordinates to be igno 
rant or as ill-fated” as possible. 
Come on, let's be realistic 
about this. Former bosses are 
mot saints or prophets, and 
therefore, HR personnel 
should not take all of their re- 


marks as biblical passages. 

"Most compánies have a 
probationary period for all of 
their newly hired employees 
so that they may be able to 
see for themselves whether а 
potential employee will be 
suitable to their company's 
missions and values. 1 had 
great bosses in the past, but 
unfortunately, 1 also had my 
share of obnoxious bosses. If 
human resources people are 
to check the background of an

Born in San Marcelino, Zambales on April 26, 1953, 
Cruz is a godson of the late President Ramon Magsaysay, а 
distant blood relative. Before proceeding to Law at UR 
Cruz finished BS Math at the Ateneo de Manila. He is mar- 
ried with two daughters, and is adamant about keeping his 
family out of the spotlight. 

‘Today, Cruz has а net worth of P71 million, amassed, he 
says, from lawyering and other investments. When he left 
the private sector to join Malacafiang in January 2001, 
Cruz was already a multimillionaire. That has not stopped 
people from talking about his personal connections to the 
Arroyos that, some quarters allege, he has parlayed into 
juicy contracts and positions. 

‘There is the matter of sharing with the First Gentleman 
the same building on Perea 52, with Arroyo's office at the 
8th floor of LTA, and Cruz’s law firm holding fort in several 
floors. Such a cozy arrangement, malicious tongues 
duced disapprovingly. It didn't help any that The 
Firm—as Cruz's law firm came to be known in political cir- 
cles—became, for some reason, а magnet for prominent 
clients, among them Fidel V Ramos, who would be elected 
president in 1992. 

When GMA was then eyeing the vice presidency, Cruz 
and partner Arthur Villaraza enlisted among her cam- 
paigners. “Iwas active,” Cruz says of his ties to the Arroyos. 
Beyond campaigning for GMA, Cruz proved to be invalu- 
able when detractors raised a ruckus over the Arroyos "se- 
стег" property in the US. The lawyer presented before the 
Senate ethics committee the trusteeship papers that iden- 
tified GMA's brother-in-law Ignacio Arroyo as the real own- 
er of two buildings in San Francisco that she and her hus- 
band bought soon after the 1992 elections. “I was her 
counsel, and it was very clear in the document that the 
properties were held in trust for Iggy,” Cruz explains. 

He adds that the First Couple “paid the taxes (in the US 
for the rental of the buildings) because on record they own 
the property but held it in trust for Iggy" The Arroyos, he 
says, did not declare the property in their 1993 Statement 
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Hard Lessons 


of Assets and Liabilities (SAL) filed in the 


Philippines because “they did not own 
it" A similar drama would play out in 
2002, when Iggy Arroyo identified him- 
self as the owner of the mysterious Jose 
Pidal bank accounts that Senator Lacson 
said had belonged to the First Couple. 
Cruz, who was by then the Chief Presi- 
dential Legal Counsel (CPLC), made no 
public defense of the presidential broth- 
er-in-law, but insiders allege that it was 
he who thought up the official line. 
Move со Malacafiang 

When GMA became President in Jan- 
чагу 2001, Cruz was pulled out from his 
Perea office and moved to Malacafiang, 
and soon after, The Firm (now known as 
Villaraza and Angangco Law Firm) fol- 
lowed suit. But Cruz pooh-poohs sugges- 
tions that The Firm—"the law firm for 
Presidents"—has become a Malacafiang 
annex. He says, “We were just lucky, 
that's life. You cannot plan these things."

He blames detractors for making his for- 
mer law office “a flavor of the month” 
for speculations and gossip, and laughs 
off observations that The Firm has been 
such for two administrations now and 
not just “of the month.” 

President Macapagal-Arroyo's deci- 
sion to name him defense secretary 
came as a surprise, he claims. "I can an- 
ticipate the mind of the President to a 
certain extent. This assignment was 
something that I failed to predict,” he 
says. “I think that she appointed me be- 
cause she wants a civilian and I have her. 
general confidence in getting a job 
done,” adds Cruz 

A private in the Reserve Officers’ 
‘Training Course (ROTC), the lawyer 
says he gained insights into the military 
as the CPLC, and as a member of the Na- 
tional Security Council and of the Cab- 
inet Oversight Committee on Internal 
Security from January 2001 to January 
2004. He quit these positions to manage 
President Arroyos campaign from 
February to May this year. On August 18, 
he was named defense secretary. 

Good timing 

Cruz also credits the appointment to 
good timing. Last year, the Feliciano 
Commission made the recommendation 
that the ideal defense secretary must be 
a civilian, after conducting a fact-finding 
inquiry into the root causes of military 
adventurism, particularly the July 27, 
2003 takeover of Oakwood by a group of 
junior officers. Cruz, in fact, would only 
be the third civilian to head the Defense 
department after Juan Ponce Enrile, an- 
other lawyer, who held the post from 
1970 to 1986, and Orly Mercado, who

served from 1998 to 2001. 

Incidentally, President Marcos was 
ousted during Enrile's time, while Pres- 
dent Estrada was deposed during Mer- 
cado's tenure. 

Cruz says that as a "problem solve 
he follows certain steps. First, identify 
the problem. Second, find the solu- 
tion—scientific solution, if possible. So 
far, he has identified "big" and "small" 
problems which, he says, could be 
grouped under modernization, the 
peace process, enhancing capability in 
counter-terrorism and the implementa- 
tion of the Feliciano Report. The mod- 
'ernization program, he adds, should be 
able to take off now because the Presi- 
dent has released P10 billion to fund 
these. But Cruz is again vague on where. 
the money was sourced, especially in 
this time of financial crisis "IPs the DBM 
(Department of Budget and Manage- 
ment) that put it there” is all that he will 
say. 


Eliminating corruption 

Cruz says the procurement system 
‘would be streamlined to eliminate cor- 
ruption. "The solution is to bid out as 
many contracts as possible,” he says. A 
strict implementation of Executive Or- 
der 109, he adds, would eventually ban- 
ish conversion, or the practice of prepar- 
ing documents ostensibly to buy thou- 
sands of reams of paper and paper clips 
and other officer supplies, when the 
cash is actually used to finance the birth- 
day party of the unit’s commanding of- 
ficer. "If they need paper clips, ог com- 
puters, they can get it from the DBM. Its 
the DBM that will do the procurement,” 
he says. And it would be the same with 
boots, uniforms, ponchos, and other 
supplies for the troops in the field. 

Asked about the recurring virus of 
military adventurism, he says, "I don't 
think it will happen again. I think the 
soldiers are beginning to realize that this 
government is trying to do its best to ad- 
dress their concerns.” 

In a few weeks, Cruz says he hopes to 
be able io establish an effective feedback 
mechanism to plumb the grievances 
from the field. "We may conduct а scien- 
tific survey There are management tools 
that can be used.” He had also visited 
the troops in the field, making his pres- 
ence felt.

JHE NIGHT JM Cobarrubias proclaimed to the 
Ане world that he was gay via “Out!,” GMA- 
"s пем" gay-oriented lifestyle show, his cell- 
phone was clogged with so many text messages 
he had to press “Delete” every time a new mes- 
sage came in. 

"Almost everyone in my phone book texted their con- 
gratulations," he recounts. It was definitely the happi- 
est day of my life." 

His happiness was in sharp contrast to the obvious 
struggle he went through on-cam as he told his younger 
sister Dimples, tears streaming down his face, that he 
was "binabae" ("wrong choice of word,” he now ac- 
knowledges) and that he was telling her now, after 25 
long years of silence and denial, because he wanted her 
to be part of his new life as a professed gay man. 

‘The sizable party crowd in Malate who watched the 
show on two giant screens set up on Orosa St. broke into 
wolf whistles and applause and gave Cobarrubias end- 
less high-fives. He was now officially one of them—with 
опе difference: He came out on nationwide TV. Bong- 
gal 

Ellen Degeneres moment 

Before this, Cobarrubias was known to many only as a 
young reporter for “The Probe Team,” Cheche Lazaro's 
‘award-winning magazine show that has moved to 

Channel 5 after many years with GMA-7. 

“It was a matter of timing,” says Cobarrubias of his 
Ellen Degeneres moment. “I was at that stage where I 
wanted to do something new. At 25, I felt I was missing 
ош on being gay by hiding myself. I was ready for it and 
honestly wanted to be an example to others.” 

When he learned that a hosting slot for "Ош!" was 
open after one of the original three hosts (Jigs Mayuga 
and Avi Siwa are the other two) backed out at the last 
minute, Cobarrubias took a deep breath, marched into 
the audition studio and did a spiel 

“Are you out?” he was asked. 

"Not until today" he said, to delighted laughter from 
the shows staff. He was hired pronto. 

Cobarrubias says if his family had reacted negatively 
to the show, he would have let them be and just gone on 
with his life. Fortunately, his parents, now separated 
and both working abroad, were proud and supportive. 

From his father, Jesus Manuel St., who works as head 
chef ofa hotel in the Seychelles Islands, Cobarrubias got 
this text message: “Watever it is, watever ur, ur my anak 
n i support и all d way. Fur hapi im hapi, ok? dont wori, 
anak, lav kita.” 

His mom May's reaction was even more pointed. “She 
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Cobarrubias kept his 
secret, fearing rejection. But coming out on national 


TV proved to be the happiest moment of his life 


told me to tape all the episodes of the 
show and send them to her,” says Co- 
barrubias, laughing. 

“A very close straight friend also told 
me, ‘Okay lang yan, pare, mas okay na 
magpakatotoo tayo.’ (It's better for us to 
be true to ourselves.)” 

‘The uniformly positive reactions to- 
tally surprised Cobarrubias, who was 
expecting recriminations to fiy. “I now 
realize how good it feels to be true to 
yourself,” he says. “People will love you 
more if you're honest with them." 

A long-closed door opens 

It wasn't always this sunny. Cobarru- 
bias was 18 when he first called himself 
“bakla (gay).” His best buddy had come 
to him one day, distraught and near- 
tears. He had a problem, the friend told 
him. While he was attracted to girls (he. 
had a girlfriend that time), he was also, 
if not more so, attracted to guys. Could 
he be gay? 

Cobarrubias felt as if a long-closed 
door had finally opened to him. “You 
know what? I feel the same way" he 
told his friend. 

It was an admission long in coming. 
But while it was a welcome step out of 
the closer, it wasn't enough to erase the 
accumulated baggage that Cobarrubias 
had hoarded from years of guilt, denial 
and self-hatred over his sexuality. 

"I grew up with the notion that being 
gay was a bad thing," he says. "Even 
when we were kids, when my siblings 
and 1 quarrel and they'd throw at me 
the words, ‘Eh, ikaw, bakla,’ Га get hurt 
and keep quiet. Maybe that's why I nev- 
er told them." 

So while he eventually opened up to 
lose friends about his orientation, Co- 
barrubias was consistently tight-lipped 
when it came to his family and work- 
mates. He never let on, even more so 
when he became a regular face on TV as 
а “Probe” reporter. 

^T wanted to protect my reputati 
he says. “I couldn't go to places like 
Malate, nor answer the e-mail of my 
male fans lest 1 betray myself. 1 was so 
conscious of my mannerisms in front of 
the comera that even without pressure. 
from the show itself, I would edit my- 
self” 

In short, he says, “I was discriminat- 
ing against myself, at the expense of my 
social and emotional life.” 

‘Quintessential good boy 

Self-sufficiency and discipline have 
always been the hallmarks of Cobarru- 
bias’ life. Born in Calamba, Laguna, he 
and his siblings—Dimples and older 
brother Kriz ("he's the quiet type, but 
an unde told me he was so proud of 
me")—grew up with their mother after 
the family broke apart. 

Cobarrubias was a working student 
for much of his college life, with stints 
at Jollibee and ACA Video. He was 
chronically underloaded, and had to ex- 
tend his stay at UP Los Bafios where he 
took up his BS Development Communi-

But he was the quintessential good 
boy: well-mannered, bright, hardwork- 
ing, always with a medal or a citation to 
bring home to a beaming mom. 

“it was in high school that I really 
bloomed,” he recalls. “I was student 
council president in my senior year, 
school paper editor, CAT officer and 
choir leader” He did so well in school 
that his mother told him in jest that she 
was tired of going onstage to pin 
medals on him. 

After college, Cobarrubias worked for 
seven months in a call center in Laguna, 
before he got hired by Probe Produc- 

tions as a production assistant. In time, 
he would host the shows "Lonely 
Pinoy" series of travel sketches. 

His Pinoy boy-next-door looks invari- 
ably invited queries of a girlfriend, but 
Cobarrubias was quick to deflect them 
by saying he was busy His sister 
though, was different. Whenever asked 
whether his brother was attached, Dim- 
ples said yes—“even if there's nobody" 
says Cobarrubias. "I think she knew 
even then and was just protecting me.”

URIOSITY often gets the better of people 
when they see the name Dimaporo across the 
“back of a green De La Salle basketball jersey. 
The answer to the unasked question is yes, the

But the youngest daughter of 
Lanao del Norte Rep. Abdullah "Bobby" Dimaporo and 
Gov. Imelda "Angging" Quibranza-Dimaporo isn't a bit 
flustered. 

“гт wearing a sleeveless shirt and shorts and that’s 
really against our religion,” says the bubbly Dimaporo. 
"But my parents are okay with it. My dad is actually 
supportive of me, but he wants us (his children) to be- 
come stricter Muslims. He wants us to learn more about 
our religion and culture. But it’s not like I'm doing any- 
thing bad. He told me he's proud of where 1 am and 
what I'm doing.” 

Indeed, any parent would be flush with pride. While 
everyone in their clan is delivering political speeches, 
here's a nifty Dimaporo dishing out assists and racking 
up points on the scoreboard.

Born on Aug. 27, 1986, Dimaporo grew 
up in Manila but still finds time to visit 
Mindanao during school breaks. “1 was 
raised in Brent my whole life. Its a Chris- 
tian school so I really didn’t get to learn 
the Muslim ways, unlike my cousins who 
grew up in Marawi,” she admits. 

és an upbringing she feels some rela- 
tives might frown upon, but Dimaporo 
counters that neither is she a misguided 
Allah believer. “I do Ramadan. I don't eat 
pork and 1 pray when I сап, 1 may not 
wear а kumbong, but I have one that 1 
wear when we go to Marawi,” she says. 
She may not be a truly devout practition- 
ег, but Dimaporo adds, "When I go out, I 
don’t drink because it's against our reli- 
gion. I also don't have a boyfriend be- 
cause, in our religion, it’s like you either 
have a husband, but no boys. 1 can't do 
anything about it. But 'm happy with ev- 
erything now.” 

Away from politics 

But just like the constant questions on 
her religion, polities is another topic she 
rarely escapes. "As much as possible, I try 
to stay away from politics. But I also cam- 
paign for my parents when 1 can. I make 
speeches, shake people's hands, give them. 
rice and stuff. But it's still sports for me,” 
she shares. 

Sadly, though, Dimaporo knows that a 
career playing basketball isn't realistic. So 
is she certain that she won't tread the po- 
litical path? “I know I can’t always play 
basketball but I can continue doing things 
for sports. My parents have been trying to 
promote Mindanao because everybody їз 
scared to go there, and through sports, 
maybe I can help them ош. Like I can help 
pur up a sports complex in Mindanao or 
have tournaments,” she says. 

But the idea, says Dimaporo, might al- 
ready be the most politically-related agen- 
da she has for the future. "I think politics 
is too messy and I've never been good in 
leading anyway. Even in school, 1 don't 
like running for class president or any oth- 
er position," she points out. 

And maybe she's right, because right 
now, it's on court where this Dimaporo 
leads best.

T IS a fact of Juana Elvira Rejante Mana- 
han's life that any conversation with the 21- 
year-old almost always includes a mention of 
her director-dad Johnny, her interior design- 
er-mom Tats, and her late grandmother Elvi- 
ra. At Immigration, where the sight of her 
name on her passport instantly elicits ques- 
tions about her famous next-of-kin, Juana is 
amused whenever she's asked about the 
artistas her dad has either directed or discov- 
ered. And to this day, strangers offer their 
condolences over the death of her lola, the 
savvy late-night talk show host who was vio- 


lently murdered 16 years ago. 

So it seems ironic then for Juana, who curates her 
first-ever exhibition called "Neo Corpo" at Firma in 
Greenbelt 3 mall, Makati, to turn what could have 
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been her time to shine into a family af- 
fair. Talk about being іп good company: 
Dad took charge of the show's panels 
and decor, PR and media were mom's 
department. Even younger sister Lilian- 
па, 18, got into the act. "She arranged 
the flowers and kept me in a good 
mood,” chuckles Juana. “I couldn't have 
done it without their support.” 

Detractors agree, dismissing the art 
ingenue as nothing more “than a spoilt 
little rich girl who wants to dip her fin- 
gers into art,” recites а not-too-pleased 
Juana. "I have heard that and 1 was ex- 
pecting it!” 

Wholly hers 

But while opening night resembled a 
star-studded gala, what with the guest 
list teeming with her parents’ well- 
known friends, the show was wholly 
Juana's. Passionate about Baroque and 
religious art (Caravaggio and Bernini

amazement was the way some of the participants sang while 
simultaneously providing their own accompaniment on their 
portable keyboard or guitar. All over the archipelago, we nev- 
er ran out of volunteers when it was time to sing solo or vo- 
оше as a group—the human voice being the most accessible 
of all musical instruments. 

Sadly, 1 also discovered that piano teachers, as well as pi- 
anos, are now a vanishing breed. Time was when a village or 
town would have at least one family proud to own a piano. Its 
music would be heard as one passed by the house where a 
child would be taking piano lessons on weekends with the 
town's resident maestros. Alas, this is not so today. The more 
portable electronic keyboard has taken over. ° 

Other musical instruments have fared no better. Outside of 
Manila and Cebu, no other symphony orchestra can be found. 
However, because local marching bands still abound, the tra- 
dition of playing wind and percussion instruments have 
stayed on. But even as I write, the need for trainors for 
strumentalists and accompanists in the provinces increasing- 
ly becomes imperative, as most of them have moved to Mani- 
la and other big cities. 

Choirs, for their part, offer a ray of hope for the musical ed- 
ucation of our future generations. As members of, say а 
church choir, some are provided the opportunity to play the. 
guitar or other keyboard instruments that provide harmonic. 
support for the songs being sung. Occasionally, one hears of 
famous choristers from Manila, such as the Philippine Madri 
gal Singers, offering master classes in the art of choral singing 
and conducting, while the National Competition for Young 
Artists has regional participants for different choral and vocal 
categories. 

T look forward to the revival of interest in classical as well 


as traditional folk music in all parts of 
the country. I hope our visits to as many 
places possible during our outreach mu- 
sical ventures will achieve this. By inter- 
acting with our brothers and sisters in 
the countryside, and sharing with them 
our interest in and love for music, we 
are discovering that in the process, we 
аге enriching our own lives as well. 
Ata time of crisis such as we're now 
facing, it’s a source of vast comfort to 
know that there is a certain affluence in. 
a country where music is made alive, 
Music, arguably, enriches and nourishes 
the spirit, as do all of the arts.

are two favorite painters), she gathered 
five artists best known for their deft inter- 
pretations of human anatomy: classicists 
Roland Ventura, Rafael del Casal, and Ri- 
cardo “Gerri” Duenas, modernist RM. de 
Leon, and the surrealist Bruihn.

Plagued with 
panic attacks and self-doubt, she put off 
contacting the artists at the onset "be- 
cause I'm only 21 and these people have 
been doing their own things for the 
longest time!" Family gatherings were a 
comfort, she shares, but ultimately it was 
prayers that soothed her soul. “Of course I 
know the show is blessed by my parents, 
burt it's first blessed by God," declares Jua- 
па, a Christian. "When you put your faith 
im God, everything just comes out so 
much better than you ever planned.” 

Juana was only three when her grand- 
mother passed away, so memories of her 
legendary lola, who hosted the long-run- 
ning show “Two for the Road," are few. 
Two, to be exact: there's one of Elvira. 
beckoning the little girl Juana to ap- 
proach her while she was busy on the 
phone, and another of her manicured red 
fingernails flailing about as she played 
with her apo. 

Colorful childhood 

Stories about her parents’ artistic en- 
deavors, however, abound. Celebrities, 
and OB vans were as much a part of Jua- 
s colorful childhood as carpenters, 
sawdust, and the smell of paint and var- 
nish. Long before sitting in the director's 
chair of such ground-breaking shows аз 
“Palibhasa Lalake” and “Abangan ang 
Susunod na Kabanata,” Johnny Manahan, 
or Mr. M in showbiz circles, was a painter 
who constantly knocked down walls and 
fixed up things at home. “1 remember 
during the first Iraq war, my mom and 
dad were gold-leafing a chandelier while 
watching TV" laughs Juana, motioning 
with her hands. “By the time the war was 
over, the chandelier was done.” 

Becoming an artista should have been 
easy for the daughter of the man behind 
ABS-CBN's Talent Cemer and its 


formidable stable of stars. “Are you kid. 
ding me? 125 not fun!” protests the 5'9"
